She was known over 
forty years ago as Miss Farebrother, a popular dancer

uke, who was at that time sowing his wild oats mar- 
ried her, according to the rites of the Church of Eng- 
land. But as the union was invalidated by King 
George III’s law on the subject of royal marriages, 
Mrs. Fitz-George was never received at court. She led 
a@ most exemplary life,and became the mother of three 
sons anda daughter. The Dukeof Cambridge refused 
all ideas of supplementing this morganatic marriage 
by wedding a German or any other Princess. He was 
greatly attached to his wife, and started an establish- 
ment for her near to his own residence at Gloucester 
House. He used the latter for official functions, levees, 
etc., but spent most of his time in his wife’s domestic 
circle. The breath of scandal never touched either of 
them. At the funeral the duke and his son acted as 
chief mourners. The engraved inscription on the 
silver plate of the coffin acknowledged Mrs. Fitz- 
George as the duke’s wife. This open recognition 
might not have been made if the duke had so willed. 
But his bearing and conduct showed him to be a man 
of heart, and it has pleased the multitude. Though 
not received at court, Mrs. Fitz-George was very pop- 
ular with the younger members of the royal family. 
The queen fully recognized her fidelity and usefulness 
to her royal relative. Her majesty and the Princess of 
Wales both sent warm 
expressions of sympa- 
thy to the duke.

JACKSON IN NEW YORK. - 


The Colored Champion Greeted by a 
Host of Friends. 


SMITH’S CONQUEROR INTERVIEWED. 


(SUBJECT oF ILLUSTRATION.] 

Peter Jackson, the colored heavy-weight champion 
of New Suuth Wales and the Pacifie Slope, returned 
from his victorious tour in England on the White Star 
steamer Adriatic on Monday morning, Jan. 27. 

Jackson was accompanied by Fitzpatrick, “the Aus- 
tralian Comet,” and W. W. McNauyhton, of Australia, 
who both left New York with Jackson, Jack Fallonand 
Chas. E. Davies, the manager of the great puzgilist, 
last summer. It had not been announced the exact 
time the White Stcr ocean greyhound would arrive, 
with the distinguished prize ring hero, or there would 
have been thousands at the steamer’s dock to welcome 
him. Nevertheless, a great crowd of sporting men 
were on hand to give the conqueror of England’s 
champion a royal welcome. Long before the steamer 
was due at the dock carriage aftcr cayriage rolled up, 
in front of West Tenth street dock filled with sport-. 
ing men, who wore eager to congratulate Jackson on 
his great successin England. i 

Among those present were: P. J. Sharkey of the 
Americus House, a warm admirer of pugilists; Kod | 
McMahon, Bob Smith, Frank Stevenson, Jack Fallon | 
of Brooklyn, John Kelly, the champion baseball um- 
pire; Dominick Leonard, Matty Corbett, E. F. Malla- ; 
han, Harry Walcott and Wm. E Harding, sporting | 
editor of the PoLicE GazETTE. : 

Many had been waiting fér hours merely to catch a 
glimpse of the only pugilist that ever went to England 
to mee®a champion of that country and was victorious, ; 
or, at least, received the decision of the referee in his ; 
favor. Of course it is prize ring history that Yankee 
Sullivan left this country in 1840 to fight Homer 
Lane, but the latter was not champion, and Charley 
Freeman, the American Giant, also went from this 
country and defeated Bill Perry, the Tipton Slagher,. 
but it was not a championship contest, nor was there 
any interest at that time manifested over the result. 

Heenan went over to fight Tom Sayers in 1860, and 
the t he received wasa draw. Kilrain went overin 
1887 to fight Jem Smith for the ‘Police Gazette” 
champion belt, $10,000 and the championship of the 
world and did not win; but Peter Jackson did accom- 
plish what no pugilist ever did that left these shores— 
beat the genuine champion of England in his own 
stronghold and won in a gallop, the battle not lasting 
five minutes. ’ 

While the Adriatic was being docked the tall form of 
Jackson, surrounded by a number of passengers, 
could be discerned on the deck, and when the majority 
of the crowd discovered him there were shouts of 
“Welcome, Peter,” ‘‘You fixed Jem Smith,” “Bully 
boy, Jackson,” etc. 

Charles E. Davies, better known as “‘the Parson,” to 
whom Jackson in a great measure owes his success in 
England, had been early at thé dock with many sport- 
ing men of New York and Brooklyn, and Davies was 
also one of the attractions, and was followed to and, 
fro by a larze crowd of the curious. ; 

After the steamer had been docked Jackson’s admir- 
ers quickly boarded the Adriatic,and he was intro-, 
duced to many friends by Chas. E. Davies. Jackson ; 
was dressed in the height of fashion, and he said he ; 
“twas pleased to get back to the United States.’ Few, 
persons who saw Jackson and did not know he was a; 
pugilist would ever dream that he wag the man that | 
had beaten George Godfrey, Joe McAuliffe, the Frisco ! 
Giant, and crowned his fistic career by defeating Jem 
Smith, the champion of England. { 

The PoLicE GazETTE representative informed Jack- . 
son that he had been sent specially by Richard K. Fox 
to invite him to the PoLIcE GazETTE office and that the 
proprietcr of the PoLicE GAZETTE had sent him his re- ; 
gards. 4 

Jackson said: ‘‘I[am going tocallon Mr. Fox. He was 
at my battle with Jem Smith in the Pelican Club, and I

In reference to his trip Jackson said he had a stormy 
passage and that he had been seasick, end when he 
was informed that his proposed match with John L. ;

In regard to what Jackson proposes todo he said that 
Chas, E. D vies would arrange a programme, and that | 
he should carry it out in every detail, for he had full 
confidence in Charley Davies as a manager and be- }

After Jackson left the dock carriages were engaged, ' 
and Jackson, with Chas. E. Davies and the Po.ice |

It required the services of six men with crowbars to remove 
the dumbbell from the truck, but yet it can be lifted. Several 
well-known athletes and sporting men have endeavored to 
budge it, but have not succeeded. The-man who can: lift it will 
be amply rewarded in honor of the event, and will gain a name 
that will be world-famed. 

America has had some famous strong men who, years ago, 
made heavy weight-iifting a feature of athletics, and trained 
and practiced to excel at this branch of sport. The lifting was 
done both with artificial means and without. Several of the giants 
of strength used harness, while others used merely their hands. 
Wm. B. Curtis, the athletic editor of the Spirit of the Times, at 
one time was able to compete with success against any strong 
man in the world. In New York city in 1868 Curtis lifted 3,239 
pounds with harness. This performance has never been beaten, 
although athletes in all parts of the world have used harness

anda tried to equal the wonderful feat. Curtis has also lifted 1,230 
pounds, hand lift, without artificial means, and this feat has 
never been elther equaled or beaten.” R. A. Pennell. the first 
strong man in America to put up a 201\%-pound dumbbell with 
one hand, which feat he accomplished in Wood’s gymnasium, 
New York, Jan. 31, 1874, came nearer to equaling Curtis’ great 
hand lift of 1,230 pounds than any other of the modern Samsons. 
up to 1873. Penneli, on Nov. 8. 1873, lifted with his hands 1.210 
pounds at the Academy of Music, New York city, but his feat 
was just 20 pounds behind the wonderin! lift accomplished by 
Curtis. Dr. George W. Winship of Boston, Mass., another ciant 
of sfrength, lifted 1,200 pounds with his hands and he also lifted 
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2,600 pounds in harness. John M. Cannon of Cincinnati, a mus- 
cular specimen of humanity, eclipsed Curtis’ famous hand-lift 
and created quite a sensation. Cannon beat Curtis’ feat by 20 
pounds, lifting 1,250 pounds with his hands and without artifi- 
cial means, at Cincinnati, O,, Jan. 16, 1875. 

Ambrose A. Butts, of Auburn, N. Y., was another man of 
wonderfn) strength, and he is accredited with having lifted with 
harness 2.737% pounds. Butts possessed wonderful strength, 
but was never the equal of either Cannon or Curtis. John J. 
Lucas, of Belleville, 111, was looked upon at one time ag the 
champion strong man of Illinois. Lucas did accomplish many

Great feats at lifting and he has a record of lifting with harness 
2,700 pounds at Belleville, 111. ,Oct. 26, 1875. Henry E. Beurmeyer, 
the famous amateur athlete of the New York Athletic Club, who 
has figured as a general all round athlete, being in his day a 
fast sprinter and a champion boxer, is also a giant in strength. 
Beurmeyer has lifted 2,200 pounds in harness and 1,150 pounds 
with his hands alone. George Thompson, of New York, is also 
credited with litting 2.200 pounds with harness. On March 22, 
1880, Henry Lenssing, of Cincinnati, joomed up as a giant of 
strength, and he accompiished numerous feats at lifting, and on 
the above date lifted 1,351 pounds, and his performance created 
quite a flutter in athletic circles, for it beat all previous per- 
formancea, beating Wm. B. Curtis’ 1,230-pound and Cannon’s 
1.250-pound performances. 

Another of the American giants of strength was Charles 
O. Breed, of Lynn, Mass. Ho was a phenomenon, and accom- 
plished numerous feats of lifting heavy-weights, dumbbells, etc. 
One unprecedented feat that Breed accomplished was the lifting 
ofa barrel of flour from the ground, with one hand only, 875 
times in ten minutes. The barrel ot flLUur weighed 220 pounds 
with the fixings, and he only used his right hand. Breed ac- 
complished this feat at Lynn, Mass., April 14, 1878. On Decem- 
ber 19, 1883, Breed put up a dumbbell weighing 3 pounds 6,000 
times in one hour, and on January a, 1884, he put up a 120- 
pound dumbbell six times in succession, from shoulder to arms’ 
length aboverthe shoulder. which is a wonderful feat. Anotler 
of Breed’s wonderful feats of strength was accomplished at 
Lynn, Mass., in 1884, when he lifted a barrel of flour weighing 
with fixings 218 pounds 186 times in one hour, making a total 
weight lifted of 40,548. Breed’s most wonderful feat of lifting 
was accomplished at Lynn, Mass., on December 13, 1884, when 
he lifted a barrel of flour from the ground (with one hand), 
weighing with fixtures 2193, pounds, 240 times in one minute, 
total weight lifted, 62.680 pounds. This performance stamped 
Breed as a physical wonder. 

David L. Dowd, of Springfield, Mass., was another strong man 
who gained great famo by his wonderful fexts of strength. 





Dowd is recorded with lifting with his hands 1,442 ponnds, and 
he accomplished the feat at Springfield, Mass., March 27, 1883. 

Carl Abs, the German Giant, who was iu America a few years 
ago, was a wonderfully strong man. He could lift 900 pounds, 
play with 150-pound dumbbells, and lift 600 pounds with one 
hand. Abs, at Hamburg. Germany, lifted a weight weiching 
18234 pounds three times from the floor with one hand. He also 
put up a 2204g-pound dumbbell with one hand from shionider to 
arm’s length. and he also lifted a barrel of flour weighing 213 
P is and shouldered It. 

Among the famous giants of strength who are now competing 
in the arena for fame and glory in fgats of strength are Eugene 
Sandow, a Pomeranian, C. A. Sampson, Cyclops, Louis Cyr, 
Carl Abs and others. Sandow was born in 1867 in Konigsberg. 
He stands 5 feet 9 inches in height. His chest measurement is 
4536 Inches, his biceps are 1544 inches and he weihs 205 pounds, 
and he is said to be one of the strongest men in the world. 

Louls Cyr, a Canadian Samson, was born in Montreal in 1866 
of French parents, stands 5 feet 11 inches in height; his chest 
Measurement is 60 inches; his biceps, 16 inches, and weight 323 
pounds. Cyrisevidently the strongest man in the world, as 
will be seen by some of the following feats: 

Cyr has put up a 245-pound dumbbell from floor to shoulder 
and from shoulder to arm's length with one hand. On March 
28, 1886, at St. Heur, Canada, he lifted a platform on which seven 
men were seated and which also contained seven dumbbells and 
a barre! of flour. the whole making a dead weight of 3.378 pounds. 
He repeated this feat six months later. Immediately after this 
he placed a barrel of flour upon his shoulder and followed this 
up by lifting 3,500 pounds of pig iron with a plank as the hold. 
At Berthierville, Canada, on October 1, 1888, Cyr put up @ 2465- 
pound dumbbell, raising it from the floor to shouldor with both 
hands, then from shoulder to arm's length above shoulder with 





one hand. On the same day he lifted 3,536 pounds ot pig-iron . 


with his back. The pic-iron was placed on a platform on trestles 

and he pushed it up. both back, arms and legs, until the planks 

holding the iren were several inches clear of the trestles. Re- 

cently, at Montreal, he lifted a 160-pound dumbbell.

Davies spoke 1n glowing terms of his treatment in 
England, and he was Joud‘in his praise of Pcter Jackson’s sci- 
ence, stamina and bravery. Ie appeared vexed to think that 
John L. Sullivan had placed fresh restrictions on a match be- 
tween himself and Jackson in the California Athletic Club. The 
Chicngo Parson called at the POLICE GAZETTE office to see 
Richard K. Fox, who attended Smith’s, the English champion’s 
downfall at the Pelican Club, when Jackson conquered him, and 
he related many amusing stories of his experiences in England.

**It was suggested to Peter Jackson that Sullivan 
was aman above his class, and might possibly beat him, but 
this only evcked the reply from Jackson: ‘I don’t know, but I 
shall certainly afford him the earliest possible opportunity of 
doing so.’ One cannot withstand being charmed with, the re- 
served and polished manners and diction of this representa- 
tive of acommunity which has never been celebrated for such 
attributes, and, although his arms lack the phenomenal devel- 
opment of Sullivan, or even Smith, his figure is a perfect evony 
study of muscular manhood. His style is not showy, bu: his 
great height (over six feet) and immense reach, with a good 
deal of science, make him one of the surest ‘stoppers* ever seen.

E. Davies, the colored heavy-weight champion's 
shrewd manager, and there is not the least doubt that if the 
match were ratified there would be hundreds, especially on the 
Pacific Coast, who would accept odds on Jackson’s chances of 
winning, while a number of sporting men would back Sullivan. 
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Should the California Athletic Club succeed in in- 
ducing Sullivan to go to San Francisco to meet Jackson, and 
should Sullivan settle right down to hard work and train, his 
chances of defeating Jackson should be very rosy, but if he fol- 
lows the footsteps of many of the old champions and those who 
have flourished during the past tew years, and belleve that his 
opponent fs overrated and not in claes, and place too much con- 
fidence in his own ability to win without training, instead of 
victory he might meet with defeat.

“stand the gaffs.”

So tar, no pugilist except Bill Farnham of Austra- 
lia, who defeated him, ever put him to the test to try his courage 
and then he was found wanting. Farnham was not a good sec- 
ond-class pugilist and yet he defeated Jackson. In his battles 
with Joe McAuliffe and George Godtrey he received very little 
punishment, so that it is hard to obtain a line on his pluck. 
In England, when he fought Smith, the latter was disqualified 
before there was any opportunity of knowing whether Jackson 
could stand punishment or not. Jackson has the science, length 
of reach and height, and can strike hard blows, but whether he 
could stand Sullivan's straight left-handers and his tremendous 
right-hand cross-counter, if frequently delivered, is a question 
that can only be decided if they ever meet in the ring.

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HORNBACKER RETRIEVES HIS LAURELS. 


The battie for a purse of $500 between Eugene Hornbacker of 
New York, the well-known feather-weight, and Ed Daly of 
Providence, R. I, was fought according to ‘Police Gazette” rules 
at a well-known resort on Long Island,on Jan. 22. Both men 
had been specially trained for the affair, and entered the ring in 
first-class condition. 

About 100 well-known sports were present, among them many 
bookmakers, trainers, jockeys, etc. Hornbacker was seconded 
by Jimmy Lynch, the pugilist who is eager to fight Billy Marphy 
of Australia for the “Police Gazette” feather-weight champion 
belt and a purse of $1,800, and Bob Smith, the well-known 
trainer. Steve Baker and Prof. Derney seconded Daly. and 
Harry Husmeyer was timekeeper for Hornbacker and W. E. 
Harding for Daly, and Jacob Adler, the assistant starter of 
Guttenberg race track, referee. 

The battle was well contested, and during round after round 
there was brisk fighting. First the Providence pugilist and 
then Hornbacker would have the lead, and then again it was 
anybouy’s fight. For 1 hour and 47 minutes they fought, during 
which both men showed the effects of the punishment they re- 
ceived. Finally, in the thirtieth round, Daly weakened and was 
knocked down. He was unable to regain his’ feet within the 
ten seconds, and after hq Jay fifteen seconds the referee declared 
Hoynbacker the winner. The battle Jasted 1 hour 58 minutes.

During the reign of pugilism In this country, which dates from 
1810, there have been more battles fought between bantam, 
feather, light and middle-weights than by pugilists whose fight 
ing weights exceeded 154 pounds, which is the middle-weight 
limit. The fighting weights of pugilists at the present time, 
1890, are divided into five classes. the bantam, feather, light, 
middie and heavy-weight. The weight limits for these classes 
are to classify the many pugilists, so that in encounters they 
will not beat a disadvantage when contending for the su- 
premacy. The fighting weichts, or at least the stipulated limit 
for the five classes in which the pngilistic championship ts 
known is: Bantam-weight, 119 pounds and under; feather- 
weight. 115 pounds and under; light-weight, 133 pounds and un- 
der, middie-weight, 154 pounds and under, while all pugilists 
who cannot fight at 154 pounds are classed heavy-weights; but 
there is ne restriction on the pug’ listsin the middle-weight class 
contending for the heavy-weight championship.

M. J., Boston, Mass.—Aaron Jones was born on March 3, 1881. 
He stood 5 feet 11 inches in height and weighed 168 pounds. His 
first battle was with Harry Orme, who weighed 164 pounds, at 
Frimley, Eng.. on Dec. 18, 1849, fur £40. Orme won in 2 hours 
45 minutes. His next battle was with Bob Wade for £50, this 
battle was fought at Edenbridge, Eng., Sept. .24, 1850. Jones 
won In 43 rounds, lasting 60 minutes. He was then matched to 
fight Harry Orme again tor £200; 23 reunds were fought in 83 
minutes in two rings pitched at Bourne Bridge and Newmarket, 
Eng. Police interfered in both places, and on referee naming a 
third place Jones refused to fight and the stakes were awarded 
to Orme on May 10, 1852. Jones’ next battle was with Tom Pad- 
dock; they fought for £100 « side at Long Reach, Eng., July 18, 
1854; 121 rounds were foucht in 2 hours 24 minutes, when Pad- 
dock was declared the winner. He then fought Tom Sayers for 
£200 and the championship of England on the bank of the Med- 
way on Jan. 6, 1857; 62 rounds were fought in 8 hours, when 
darkness came on and the battle ended ina draw. He fought 
Tom Sayers again on the banks ofthe Medway Feb. 19, 1857, for 
£100 a side and a bet of £100 a side; 85 rounds were fought. in 3 
Aaron Jonesshortly after left 
for America, and was matched to fight Mike McCoole in 1967 for 
the championship of America and $2,000; the battle was fought 
at Bussenbark’s Station, Ohio, Aug. 31, 1867. .McCoole won in 34 
rounds, lasting 26 minutes. The blow which finished the fight 
opened a gash on Jones’ forehead and caused concussion of the 
brain; Jones also had two of his ribs broken. He died at Leaven- 
worth, Ind., on Feb. 16, 1869. 

M. T. S., New York City.--Dooney Harris was born at Lone 
don, England, in 1831. He stands & feet 8 inches in height and 
weighs trained 188 pounds. Harris’ first battle was with the 
famous Nick Hannigan of Sheffield, England. They fought for 
$250 at Long Reach, England, Jan. 30, 1855. Fifty-six rounds 
were fought in 1 hour 46 minutes, when Harris’ seconds were 
compelled to throw up the sponge. Harris then fought Jack 
Baldock for $250, June 30, 1857. nt Lower Hope, England. After 
24 rounds had been fought in 45 minutes the police interfered, 
and Baldock refused to renew the battle and Harris was de- 
clared the winner. Harris was then matched to fight the cele- 
brated Jem Dillon, who afterward fought Smith, the Brighton 
Doctor; Mike Cocklin, Bob Travers and Patsy Reardon. Dillon 
and Harris fought for $250 near London, England, Feb. $1, 1860. 
Thirty-four rounds were fought in 1 hour 18 minutes, when Dil- 
lon was declared the winner. On Dec. 12, 1868, Harris came te 
New York, and with Jimmy Elliott seconded Dick Hollywood in 
his battle with Johnny Keating for $2.600 ang the feather-weight 
championship. ‘Shortly afcer he was matched to fight Patey 
Marley for $1,000 a side, Marley being confined to 141 pounds. 
The battle was at Gwyned Station, 18 miles from Philadelphia, 
on May 4, 1864. Barney Aaron and Jimmy Elliott seconded 
Harris, while Rocky Moore was his umpire and Dan Kerrigan 
was referee. “flarris gained first blood, first knockdown, and at 
the end ofthe seventieth round was declared the winner. The 
battie lasted 1 hour 35 minutes. In this contest Harris demon- 
strated that he possessed an amount of skill and crafty cunning 
almost equa) to Yankee Sullivan, and only that he disabled his 
left side by coming in contact with one of the stakes in the sec- 
ond round, it was generally believed he wonld have blinded 
Marley sooner than he did. Harris’ next battle was with Peter 
Martin, fought for $2,000, according to London prize ring rules, 
on Nov. 16, 1864, near Scranton, Pa. Matt Moore was referee. 
Bob Corcoran and Barney Aaron seconded Harris, while Arthur 
Mullen and Tom Chaffers seconded Martin. Siz runnds were 
fought, when Harris dropped on his knees and Martin struck 
him several times, when Barney Aaron claimed foul, which was 
allowed. Harris then challenged any man in America to fight 
for the middle-welght championship and $5,000. The defi was 
accepted by Tommy Chandler of San Francisco, and articles of 
agreement were sicned for the rivals to meet in the hempen 
circle for $5,000 and the middle-weight championship of Amer- 
ica. The previous victories achieved in the magic circle by the 
California pugtlist not only made him famous in natic circles on 
the Pacific Slope, but caused a number of sporting’ men to back 
him. The battle was fought on April 13, 1867. Con Mooney and 
Jack Turner seconded Harris, while Patsy Brannigan (“Scotty 
of Brooklyn”) and Joe Winrow seconded Chandler, and James L. 
Eoff, the well-known trotting horse driver, was referee. Harris 
weighed 137 pounds and Chandler weighed 136 pounds. Betting 
was 100 to 75 on Harris. The battle was a desperate one, and in 
the twenty-third round it was now an upper-cut, then a side- 
winder, a ¢rusher and a slasher—both men fighting with a.reck- 
lessness unprecedented on the part of Harris. Several times the 
great Californian pugilist lodged his blows on Harris’ month, 
wh “ Ls .

L. E. Myers belleved he could 
fence with folis and faced Eugene Van Schaick, but the latter 
sent the once great pedestrian’s foil flying twice and scored 13 
points to Myers’ 4. Pete Trolan of the Manhattan Athletic Club 
and J. McMahon of the West Side Athletic Club engaged in a 
four round glove contest, and Trolan demonstrated he was by 
far McMahon‘s superior. 

The New York Athletic Club held a boxing tournament at 
their club rooms on Jan. 19, and the bill of fare offered was very 
attractive. The boxing was in aring erected In the capacions 
gymnasium, and under the auspices of the Amateur Athletic 
Union. The prizes offered were gold watches and medals, and 
the contests were between amateurs. The sport opened with 
the bantam coypetition. J. Barnett and J. Roberts boxed four 
38-minute rounds, and the former was declared the winner. Boh 
were members of the Atlantic Athletic Club, P. Hagen and T. 
Murphy, both members ofthe Pastime Athletic Club, followed. 
After four Interesting rounds, Murphy was declared the win- 
ner. W. Haas and W. O'Day of the Star Athletic Club spared 
abye.
